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Lieut. General Dobbie 
To Speak in Moyse Hall 
On Experiènces in Malta 

Authmtic Films of Bombings 
Will Accompany Address 

Lieut.-Gcn. Sir George S. Dobbic, famed Defender of Malta 
during the German air attacks of the island, will speak to the stu-, 
dents in Moyse Hall on Monday, Feb. 20 at 5 p.m. and at the same 
time will show an authentic film of the bombings. He ranic to 
North America with his wife Lady Dobbic at the invitation of the 
Moody Bible Institute to give a scries of talks about his experi- 
ences in Malta and is visiting Canada under the sponsorship of 
the Inter- Varsity Christian rdlowslup. ^^^^^ 

Gen. Dobbic began his edu-* 
cation as a chemical scholar at 



Charterhouse but later fol- 
lowed the militar>' tradition of 
his family and graduated from 
the Royal Militarj' College in 
Woolwich, England. In 1899 a com- 
mission in the Royal Engineers 
started him on a long and varied 
career which took him to many 
parts o( the world and netted him 
lèverai decorations, including the 
D.S.O. and C.M.G. He acrved in the 
South African War of 1001-1902; in 
Bermuda, 1S04-I907; and in Bel- 
gium and France during the first 
World War. Qn Nov. 11. 1018, when 
he was a member of Lord Haig's 
staff at General Headquarters, he 
had the unique experience of aign- 
ing the order to the BritUh armies 
In France to cease fire. After the 
war he remained in' England for 
several years and then took com- 
mand of the Cairo Infantry Brigade 
in Egypt After serving in Pales- 
tine, he returned to England where 
from 1933-1935 he was Inspector of 
the Royal Engineers and comman- 
dant of the School of Engineering. 
During the next four years he 
served as General Officer Com- 
manding in Malaya and travelled 
extensively in the Far East. Ap- 
pointed Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of Malta in April, 1940, he 
retained thli position for two years. 
It was during this time that he 
earned the title of "Defender of 
Malta." He retired in November. 
1942, and since that time has ad- 
dressed many meetings in Great 
BriUin. 

General Dobbie commenced his 
tour of Canada by addressing large 
audiences in Toronto recently. Fol-

What Its purpose is. . . ; ' - * 

The overall title of the Conference is "Canada and the Post-War 
World." It is a layman's undertaking, since students could hardly 
be expected to have available to them adequate information for' an 
expert survey, u is intended to be an expression of student opinion 
on certain specific problems of major importance to the Canada 
of the coming peace. And as such, it is a^fiitictlon of the public 
relations of the University; it is a demonstration to friends and 
critics alike that the student body is thinking actively about those 
questions which they, possibly more than anyone else, will have 
to answer. 



How the idea began. ... 

In October of 1944, several 
campus clubs became interest- 
ed in the organization of a con- 
ference of McGIII University 
students, for the specific pur- 
pose of establishing a McGlll 
stand on the various problems 
in the scope of the National 
Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students (N.F.C.U.S.), 
which was then shortly to be 
revived. One of these clubs 
sent a letter to the Studcnu* 
Executive Council with this 
suggestion, and a committee to 
investigate the possibility of 
holding a conference on "post- 
war reconstruction, N.F.C.U.S., 
etc." was set up. . 

❖ ❖ ♦ 
Development of the Present 
Organization ... 

The committee began imme- 
diately, not only to investigate, 
but actually to lay plans for 
such a conference. No sooner 
had they _be gun t his work, hav- 
ing annwneecifto the. Council 
their hopes 'of ' having the con- 
ference as soon as possible after 
the Christmas holidays, but 
word arrived of the NFCUS 
conference In late December at 
.tb^UnIymitx„of Wcsjte^^^^ 
tarlo. NFCIJS'thus became au- 
tomatically invalid as a major 
theme for the ngenda, and the 
present organization Was grad- 
ually formulated.

How the Organization was 
Carried Out . . . 

A tentative and general sug- 
gestion for the agenda was de- 
veloped by the central commit- 
tee, and this was incorporated 
Into a letter to all campus clubs 
and societies, asking them to 
state their willingness to par- 
ticipate, and to outline the dis- 
cussions which they felt shoiild 
be on the agenda and those in 
which they were willing to par- 
ticipate.

Dr. Sanders Outlines 
Carnegie Exam Contents 
At Meeting Yesterday 

A Pre-medlcal meeting was held 
yesterday for the purpose of outlin- 
ing the new réquirements for those 
students intending to enter med- 
icine. 

Dr. J. F. Macintosh, secretary of 
the faculty of Medicine, explained 
the reasons for the new ruling and 
which students were affected. 

Dr. Sander outlined the general 
centent of the exams which all the 
students planning on entering med- 
icine are required to take. He stres- 
sed the fact that these exams are 
compulsory for all second year stu- 
dents planning on entering med- 
icine in the year 46. It would also 
be advantageous for third and 
fourth year students having been 
accepted into medicine or not, to 
write these exams. The student will 
be required to write eight tests, 
marked on a relative basis. In ad- 
dition to these, a special exam 
must l>e written in the course in 
which the student is most interest- 
ed.

A couple of years' experience in campus 
affairs is more than ample to demonstrate that 
the true nature of campus executive positions 
18 not accurately realired by most first, second, 
and even many third-year students. This is 
perhaps owing to lack of publicity for membèrs 
of the Student ExecuUve Council, Student 
Athletic Council, and other bodies of lesser 
importance. It has become fho custom, over a 
period of many years, to rifer only in an im- 
personal way, in print, to high-sUnding mem- 
bers of the student body; this, simply because 
at sometime in the remote pastr-or perhaps not 
•0 remote, for all we know—misuse was made 
of such publicity and it was thereafter found 
better to eliminate it altogether. 

These campus positions have therefore afe: 
tained a sort of vague remoteness, and attenlion 
is focussed on them only at election-time. Yet, 
as we have had occasion to point out in an 
eariier editorial, these offices have a twofold 
importance which does not deserve to sink into 
oblivion after every election. They are impor- 
tant because the students filling them represent 
the best, by way of personality and character, 
that the student-body can present to tlie general 
public, and because those chosen have the ter- 
rific responsibility of seeing that tlio continuity 
of progress in administration is maintained. 

Now, we do not, at this time, especially, 
propose to abandon the safe policy of keeping 
publicity impersonal. Whatever change is made 
along such lines, must be done by decision of 
the Student Executive Council. But to obviate 
some of the detrimental ignorance about the 
functions of the campus .offices which must 
soon be occupied by new men and women, it 
would be well to quote some of the pcrUnftnt 
clauses contained in the constitution of' the 
Students' Society. In addition, there woiildijbe 
nothing amiss in indicating some of thé prob- 
lems facing the incoming office-holders. 

The most representative of all the campus 
positions is that of President of the Student*' 
Society. The holder of this post is elected by 
both men and women students, unlike the three 
people on the Student Executive Council who 
stand next in importance to Rim. For the Presi- 
dent of the Women's Union is elected bv coeds 
only, and the President of the McGill (Men's) 
Union by male students; while the Editor-in- 
Chief of The McGill Daily is appointed by the 
managing-board of the preceding year.' 

The President of the Students' Society, 
according to the present constitution, "shall 
preside at all general and special jueetinqa, and 
shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Student 
Executive Council, and a member of the execu- 
tive of all regular Committees. He shall repre- 
sent the students on all public occasions," 

It is thus quite obvious that the president 
must be of such character and ability as to be 
respected by the Council of which he is chair- 
jnan, by the Students' Society which he repre- 
fiènte and at whose general and special meet- 
ings he is chairman, by the faculty and univer- 
sity adnàinistràtion with whom he must work, 
and by the general public to whom he is the 
incarnation of the McGill student-body. Need- 
less to say, therefore, he must be elected by 
sound judgment. Those who choose him muât 
consider whether or not he has proved himself 
fit for the post by bis occupancy of lesser 
offices; at least, the voters must be quite con- 
vinced of his capability, and of his familiarity 
with the whole range of students' problems. 

His most constant administrative duty will 
consist in being chairman of the Student Exe- 
cutive Council, the body which more widely 
represents the whole campus on the basis of 
one representative per faculty— in addition to 
the four mentioned above. As such, he will be 
of necessity the driving force on the Council, 
bearing the brunt of its duties.

Interview with Jean-Paul Trottier/ 
Cooch of U. of M. Ski Club

A husky young man of average 
height, very calm and poised, Jean- 
Paul Tyotlier can be found every 
week-day at the U. of M. ski-tow. 
Quite proud of the fact that we 
have the same name, I am very 
happy to-day in having occasion to 
ask him à few questions concern- 
ing himself, in order to make him 
known to the reading public of the 
McGill Daily. 

"To begin with, Jean-Paul, I 
shall uk you to tell me about your 
birthplace and your beginnings in 
that great sport of skiing." 

"I was bom in the village of 
Saint-Sauveur, in 103S. I began ski- 
ing around the age of seven, and 
like all the other youngsters in my 
town. I used barrél-beards.- At the 
time, there was no ski-tow in Silnt- 
Sauveur nor any organisation of 
any kind Inithiîfltld of/sports. My 
brother Roger gave mc lessons and 
at the age of nine I entered my 
first competition." 

"Speaking of your brother Roger 
I believe you also have another 
one and that all three of you have 
done quite a Iotv:fôir>the develop- 
ment of skiing in the Laureniians. 

"Both my brothers, Roger and 
Fernand, have collaborated most 
acUvely in the organization of the 
"course des villages" or inter vil- 
lage contest Each year, it used to 
bring together skiers from every 
village up north, but unfortnuately 
it has been suspended for the dur- 
ation. My brothers have often come 
out very well in other contests: for 
instance. Roger won the Kandahbr 
in 1B39, and Fernand dipped the 
Laurentian Zone Championship in 
}M: he has also made a record in 
the Ryan's RunI 

"It is very interesting to hear 
about your brothers' achievements, 
no doubt, but how about your own, 
Jean-Paul?" 

"Well, for my part, in the 1S30 
inter-vlUage contest, I won the 
Slalom and the cross-country and 
came out second in the jump. That 
same year, I was second junior of 
the province and I also won the 
Slalom at Mt Baldy. In 1040. 1 fin- 
Ished second in the KSndahar and I 
clipped second and third place a 
few limes In the Taschereau Run.

In the Tower Trail, at Mont Trem- 
blant. I béat my brother Fernand's 
record, which fas 1.7 min. by mak- 
ing 3.4 min." 

, 'In- what year were you appoint- 
ed instructor at Tremblant?" 

'In 1043. 1 then followed the 
course given by Mr. Ryblzka, who 
is chief instructor up there. Before 
that,. I; bad taken lessons from Mr. 
Gadhér.-bùt I believe I rather took 
to Mr. Ryblrska's technique, which 
is based upon Hannes Schneider's. 
It is the Arlbtrg eombined with the 
"up-snd-down"; the latter being 
the official technique of the Inter- 
national Ski Federation (F.I.C.)." 

"I've heard that you are a mem- 
ber of the F.I.S.: is that right?" 

"Yes, it Is. I passed my examina- 
tions for it last year." 

"And I believe that gives you 
the same standing as that of other 
well known International skiers?" 
"Exactlyi" 

"What do you think of the taten- 
tion some people have of forming 
an American Ski Federation, sep- 
arate from the F-LS.?" 

"I think it will be ditfieult to rea- 
lize, at least regarding the Province 
of Quebec, because the Zone has 
control over everything up here. It 
would be good though if Canada 
had the same thing as Europe and 
the U.SA. In the way of organiza- 
tion: an official Instructor appointed 
by the government, the businéss of 
whom it would be to control the 
different ski schools. Then the Zone 
might lose a bit of lis supremacy." 
."While you were at Mont 
Tremblant, did you have other oc- 
cupations besides that of Instruc- 
tor?" 

"Yes. I was In thé first-ald squad. 
Whenever somebody was hurt,- I 
had two helpers with whom I went 
to get the person, give htm first- 
aid and take him down to the doc- 
tor's." 

"Was your ambulance service 
very quick?" 

"Fairly; we wèrè ablè te take a 
fellow down in no more than tin 
minutes, and we went almost as 
fast as a runner."

REAL FEEUNO AND DEVOTION

Deaf Sir: Many shades of opinion 
have been expressed concerning 
the film "The Cabinet of Dr. Call- 
gara" recently shown by the McGill 
Film Society. Roger Manvell in his 
book "Film" on page 40 has this 
to say: 

"With Incredible ingenuity, hi the 
year following the Armistice ànd 
in conditions of hardship and pov- 
erty. Wlene gathered together his 
little group of aclors and theatrical 
designers and made "The Cabinet of 
Dr. Callgari,' the reconstruction of 
a madman's fiction woven round 
his fellow inmates at an asylum. 
Out of a little lath and canvas, and 
by the use of ingenious lighting 
which is never elaborate, he pro- 
duced a series of beautiful sets and 
moving images in the expressionist 
manner. ^The film has been cslled 
decadent and primitive, but it can 
still be received today in absorbed 
silence by a discerning audience. 
Shots remain in the memory — the 
lovely shadows across the frame as 
Caligarl opens the sleepwalker's 
upstanding coffin on the tresUe 
stage in the fairground; the hang- 
ing draperies round the sleeping 
girl, and the tall oncoming figure 
of the sleepwalker, played with an 
early feeling for cinematic detail 
by Conrad Ve(dt; the same black 
figure with arm upstretched against 
the wall creeping through' the fan- 
tastic courtyard to stal> the slekping 
girl; the flight up the sharp angles 
of the roof-tops and across the 
weird foreshortened bridge whto 
the pursuit draws close. 

"This film was the most advanced 
piecè of art the cinema had yet 
seen except for Griffith's epics and 
Chaplin's one-reclers in a very dif- 
ferent manner. It founded no school 
and led nowhere, for expressionism 
does not suit thé film, ^hlch is an 
art based on the realistle approaeh i

Tireless researcher ^ Orllck states 
in hU list of 25 points in favor of 
McGlll-Montreal claims: "^Jee hockey 
was Introduced in Kingston. On- 
tario, by E. T. Taylor in 1879. Mr. 
Taylor graduated from^ McGill in 
1B78 and had been an active mem- 
ber of the McGill Ice Hockey Club 
from Its inception." Also, "...The 
first game of Ice Hockey as dis- 
tinguished from 'shlnney* and 'hur- 
ley' of which there is any authen- 
tic historical record, was played in

Elected a member of the Polish 
Academy in 1929 and coming to the 
United States as visiting professor 
of Kosculsko Foundation in 1038 he 
became first president of the Polish 
University in Exile established in 
Paris after the outbreak of the war. 
After returnlng'lto^the|U.S.A. in 
1940 he became Director^f the Pol- 
sh Question of Arts and Science In 
New York. He lectured at Vassar, 
at Fordham, at the University of 
Montreal and at present is lectur- 
ing at Toronto. IHs interest for 
Polish history and present affairs 
enabled him to be appointed as an 
expert to the Polish Delegation to 
the Peace Conference at Versailles 
in 1919. Prom 1921 to 1924 he was a 
member of the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations and in 1022 be- 
came secretary lo the Committee of 
Intellectual Cooperation set up by 
the League of Nations, 'which he 
held for two years. 

In recognition of his services as 
Assistant Polish Delegate in the 
League of Nations and outstanding 
scholarship, he. was made Officer in 
the Legion of Honour in 1931; ap- 
pointed Commander of the Order 
of SL Gregory in IS27; Order of 
Polonia Restitula in 1935, conferred 
the Croix de Mérite by Hungary. 
The most distinguished living his- 
torian of Medieval Poland, he has 
written "History of Polish-Lithua- 
nian Union," "Poland in .the Time 
of the Jagellons and a general His- 
tory of Poland as well as a more 
general Work on the End of the 
Middle Ages. ^

Professor Halecki was born in 
Vienna in 1891. educated at the 
University of Vienna and secured 
his P.H.D. degree from Jagellonian 
University of Cracow in Poland in 
1B13. From 1916-18 he lectured in 
history at Cracow and later on was 
appointed Professor of History in 
the University of Warsaw, which 
he held until the outbreak of the 
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Roslna £s Fnigile
